The Six Enterprises SST stock can either be 
dressed up like this one in fancy lacquer or it 
can be dressed down with duller paints for 
utility purposes. 


Some time ago | received a package 
from Lee Six. Knowing that he was up to 
something in the stock line had kept me 
on edge for some time. The ultimate pro- 
mise of a sample of his newest dream 
made things tolerable. Finally the 
package arrived. With much enthusiasm 
| tore it open and looked inside. At first | 
was shocked; then it turned to fear. 
Finally | broke out in a laugh as | was 
sure that Lee had forgotten to put a com- 
plete stock in the box. 

Further examination revealed that it 
was really all there and that it was 100% 
as it was intended to be. Had Lee gone 
completely off his rocker after smelling 
too much resin? | had to find out? A let- 
ter to Lee brought the responses | was 
seeking. Certainly | was glad to hear that 
he was not crazy. His answers verified 
what he was trying to do with the SST. 

The name SST was never defined but | 
suspect it is named for that supersonic 
airplane with the same initials. You can 
make up your own name for it if that one 
is not for you. Try Super-Super-Terrific 
or Super-Super-Terrible or whatever you 
like best. 

At any rate the stock is an interesting 
addition to the Six line and it does work 
as intended. Getting into the reasons 
behind the beauty of the stock makes it 
apparent that | should not have been 
swayed by the beauty but should have 
been more practical in my observation. 

Lee states that the thing makes for a 
stable rifle as it lowers the center of gra- 
vity of the rig. Recoil is supposed to be 
straight back which is an aid to minimiz- 
ing horizontal dispersion. The rifle is 
also somewhat easier than normal to 
resight between shots. Lee suggests 
that the cleaning rod must pass through 
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the butt of the rifle. This will help to 
eliminate bore wear from a bent cleaning 
rod. 

Quickly | put a Sporter rifle into the 
stock and came up with the best finish 
available, black wrinkle. What else 
would compliment the grace and charm 
of this 1 pound 8 ounce creature? It was 
a perfect match. All heads turned when | 
carried the rifle to my bench or loading 
table. It was an eye-catcher. 

After shooting the rifle for a while | 
found that it was practical although a bit 
different from the usual type of stock. 
Lee never said it was like the rest and he 
was correct. The thing did all that he 
said it would do. 

| found that it rode the bags quite 
nicely but | felt that the skinny fore-end 
caused a bit of vertical if one was not 
careful with stock pressure. No problem; 
many other stocks have this also. The 
use of a fore-end stop is out as there is 
the danger of the stop rubbing against 
the barrel which is mighty close to the 
sandbag. 

Recoil was straight back and align- 
ment with the target was quickly ac- 
complished after the shot. 

Cleaning the rifle through the butt 
took some getting used to but it worked 
nicely. Some users of this stock have 
removed the top of the butt. Others have 
hinged it or made other :alterations to 
eliminate this feature. They all worked 
but | liked the extra problem of cleaning 
through the butt and would suggest it. It 
takes less time than the other types of 
alteration. A MTM Throat Saver bore 
guide end (the little yellow one) works 
fine in the hole through the butt and pro- 
vides additional support for the cleaning 
rod. 

After using this stock for some time | 
can verify that Lee Six has come up with 
a new approach that does work. If that 
type of stock appeals to you, this is a 
good one at $65.00. Write to Six En- 
terprises, 6564 Hidden Creek Drive, San 
Jose, CA 95120 to order one or for infor- 
mation. 

| am still seeking the perfect paint job 
to compliment this stock. Perhaps Olive 
drab with burlap bits rubbed into it 
before it dries will be the ultimate to 
emphasize the charm and _ functional 
grace of this stock. Keep the bottom 
smooth so it will ride on the bags pro- 
perly.

THE MODEL 33 
OEHLER CHRONOTACH 


It's a chronograph; Ken Oehler has 
named it a chronotach and justly so. 
This unit is a chronograph with a com- 
puter built in. Marty Colombo and | have 
been working with one of these units 
over the past months and agree that it is 
a dandy. 


The Chrontach computer readout unit is very 
compact. 


Part of this unit, and perhaps the most 
important, are two Skyscreens which 
replace the old method of starting and 
stopping the required signal to the 
chronograph. An electric eye in each 
skyscreen continually looks at the light 
from the sky and can detect a very slight

change in light as the bullet passes over 
it. This is fed to the chronograph timer. 
With skyscreens all your time can be 
spent shooting rather than changing 
screens, the one big drawback of the old 
type chronograph. 

The difficult part of velocity measure- 
ment is providing the signals to the 
chronograph regardless of what system 
is used. This partially determines the ac- 
curacy of the complete system. Spacing 
is important and must be established to 
as near a zero error as possible regard- 
less of how far apart the screens are. 
There is some degree of delay in screen 
response to a bullet’s arrival. Regardless 
of what system is used (breaking, short- 
ing, photoelectric, magnetic, radar or 
radio) all are subject to the same limita- 
tions. Ken Oehler has made no bones 
about it that his units have the same 
limitations. Nowhere are there any 
claims that his units have any less of the 
problems noted above. In fact, he points 
them out. If all the errors were present at 
one time with screen spacing at ten feet 
and a velocity of 3,000 fps, the errors 
would add up like this; Crystal clock 
(0.05%), 1.5 fps. One count of timer, 2.1 
fps. Screen spacing (plus or minus 
1/16”), 1.5 fps. Detection of bullet (plus 
or minus 1/16” each screen). 3.0 fps. 
Computation roundoff, 1.0 fps which 
equals 9.1 fps or an error of .3 percent, 
mighty small indeed. 


The portable mounting system built by Marty 
Columbo is handy and secure. 


Instructions with the unit cover the 
building of a frame to hold the 
skyscreens and setting it up. Marty and | 
departed from the instructions and came 
up with a unit we felt would be easy to 
set up, carry and store. Marty, a top 
notch machinist and designer, took my 
basic concepts and put them into final 
form. Our frame can be set at five feet or 
10 feet and is ready to use in a few 
minutes. A few more for acquiring 
proper alignment with the target and we 
are ready to go. You will find that the 
alignment operation is at first 
troublesome but after a few times out it 
becomes a bit more simple. The sensi- 
tive area above each skyscreen is fan 
shaped; approximately 3’’ wide across 
the top and extending about 6” above 
the unit for 22 caliber bullets. The larger 
the bullet the less problem there is for 
the skyscreen to detect it. We have 
found that if a 22 caliber bullet passes 
three to three and a half inches above 
the center part of the skyscreen, every- 
thing works fine regardless of the bright- 
ness of the sky. Overcast sky is great 
while bright sunny sky can make getting 
things aligned a little troublesome. 

Marty made our screen frame from 
two square, hollow steel extrusions. We 
would have used aluminum, if some was 
available, to hold down weight. The out- 
side extrusion is 1-1/4’’ square. The sec- 
ond was 1” square and ground for a 
tight, slick slide fit into the other. A 
1/4-20 hole was drilled and tapped 
through the outer extrusion and aligned 
with two other holes through the inner 
extrusion; one for a ten foot screen 
separation and the second for five feet. 
Two PIC standard light stands, model 
No. 122, are used to hold the frame and 
are adjustable in height from 22” to 
several feet high. Aluminum brackets 
are fitted to the frame between swivel 
points to make alignment on uneven 
ground less of a problem. Two steel 
deflection plates are welded to the outer 
extrusion to provide protection for the 
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skyscreens when using the unit to check 
shotgun loads. Protection is needed 
from stray shot and wads. 


Deflectors are a must for shotgun testing. 
Note the small size of the skyscreen units. 


The Model 33 itself is so simple to use 
you first doubt it’s doing much of 
anything. The unit is powered by six 
standard ‘‘D’’ batteries (included with 
the unit) inside the 2” X 6-1/4 X 10-1/2” 
case. Use alkaline batteries and you can 
expect about 60 hours of operation. A 
low voltage indicator is built into the unit 
and indicates on the LED display. 

The front of the unit has the LED dis- 
play where all the hot skinny is printed 
out, a ‘forget’? button which is used 
when a display indicates that the print- 
out is in error for one reason or another 
(as in a ‘“‘blouper’’ when checking 
shotgun loads), a summary button and 
an on-off switch. At the rear of the case 
are two standard 1/4” jacks for the start 
and stop plugs from the screens. And 
that friends, is it. Set up the screens, 
align them, plug in the 1/4” plugs from 
the screens and turn on the switch. 

The LED will indicate a ““O” and a 
space, then two ‘‘O’s’’. The first ‘‘O”’ is 
where we will read the velocity one-tenth 
of a second after we fire, and the two 
“O’s” will indicate shot one as O01. And 
now just what a great chronograph this 
unit is suddenly comes to mind. We can 
shoot practice groups, paying no atten- 
tion to the readout on the LED, and sum- 
marize our data when we finish with the 
group, or aS many groups as we want to 
work with. The more shots we fire before 
running through the final summary, the 
more valid our final data will be. 

When ready to get the summary 
readout press the summary button once 
and read the lowest velocity with LO in 
the number of rounds position. The next 
press on the button reads the highest 
velocity with HI displayed. The third time 
the extreme spread with ES appears and 
then the next push on the summary but- 
ton gives us the average velocity 
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denoted by an A. One last push on the 
button and we get the standard deviation 
with an indicated Sd. We can cycle 
through this same readout over and over 
again without loss of the data that is held 
within the computer. If we are finished 
with that data display we turn the switch 
off and back on and the computer is 
cleared. The unit is ready to go for 
another string of shots. 

A word about standard deviation. This 
term is commonly accepted by statisti- 
cians as the best measure of uniformity, 
although it may be a new term for most 
shooters. The instruction sheets give a 
detail review of standard deviation so 
that the complicated computation which 
the computer takes care of, and it’s ap- 
plication to the data we want as 
shooters, can be understood and used 
effectively. A few minutes of reading the 
instruction sheet on this subject makes 
this data more useful than just average 
velocity readouts. 

If, after firing a shot, the readout on 
the LED says “error” it means that we 
got a start signal from the first screen 
but didn’t get a stop signal within 0.065 
seconds. The computer pays no atten- 
tion to this at all and forgets the shot. 
During one of our practice strings Marty 
noted that we had a printout of ‘‘error’”’ 
before the first shot. The cause was a 
bug flying over the first screen. 

The Model 33 will accept screen spac- 
ing of 1 to 99 feet apart. It will summarize 
up to 255 shots. It also has an internal 
adjustment that is set by the user to the 
proper screen seperation distance in 
use and can also be set for micro- 
seconds rather than feet per second. 

The model 33 measures time by count- 
ing the ticks of a very accurate 
electronic clock. But baby, is this clock 
moving; One million ticks per second! 
The bullet covers the first ten feet and 
passes over the first skyscreen. A signal 
is sent to the timer to start counting. 
After another ten feet it passes over the 
second screen and a signal is sent to the 
timer to stop counting. One tenth of a 
second later, the velocity of this shot is 
displayed on the LED along with O1 for 
shot one. At the same time, the computer 
has taken on that velocity reading and 


just goofs off till some more data comes 
along to put it back to work. The second 
shot results in the same kind of data with 
02 indicating we have the velocity for 
shot two. 

The computer gets the added velocity 
to store and works out the essential 
statistics for us in one tenth of a second 
then goes back to goofing off again. In 
other words, we can shoot as fast as we 
like and the computer does not even 
work up a slight sweat. If we get a 
readout that is simply way out of the ball 
park we can hit the forget button. The 
computer wakes up for one tenth of a 
second again. kicks out that last velocity 
input, recomputes the data received to 
that time and goes back to sleep. 

We are now in the habit of shooting all 
Our practice gorups ove the screens and 
recording the data for each five or ten 
shot string. We have already learned 
some interesting things as to what 
effects velocities and the uniformity of 
velocities. For example, different lots of 
bullets of the same make give different 
velocities and spreads, all other things 
constant. When enough data has been 
recorded, we will give you a review of 
our experiences in these pages. The 
problem with this sort of project is that 
one tends to jump to conclusions with 
only limited data. One or two indications 
that some factor is of some importance 
to maintain narrow velocity spreads 
must be experienced a great number of 
times, with anumber of rifles, to be valid. 

The Model 33 is versatile indeed. It will 
record the velocity of your kid’s BB gun 
on up to the the highest rifle velocity. 
Shotgun loads can be checked as can 
arrow speed. If you can get it over the 
screens it is going to give you valid data. 
The unit can be used indoors with com- 
plete success. A light source must be 
built for the skyscreens. A simple rig for 
this is drawn up in the instruction 
sheets. In fact the instruction sheets are 
complete and cover every aspect of ac- 
quiring the full potential of the unit.

In Light Brendan shot 
the smallest group of .882 and an ag- 
gregate of .40146 and in Heavy a group 
of .580 and an aggregate of .33648 and 
all have now been measured and written 
into the Australian record book.

Masker - R.C.B.S. 
Micrometer Measure 
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Seely Masker has managed to take a 
good product and make it a bit better 
again. Known for his conversion of the 
SAECO measure Seely is not content till 
things are a little better; whether it is a ri- 
fle or a measure. The Masker-R.C.B.S. 
combination is another step in that 
direction. 

Seely has coupled a micrometer with 
the R.C.B.S. measure to allow for 
uniform and accurate returns to settings 
over a long period. It does work and it 
appears to be very accurate. 

My sample worked well with a variety 
of powders which are used in benchrest 
rifles. The variation was entirely within 
what | consider to be my own personal 
limit. | cannot throw a charge perfectly 
and do not expect my machines to do it 
either. That perfection time after time is 
simply not possible due to factors like 
humidity, powder granulation and dis- 
position of the person operating the 
measure. We can get close but that is all. 

The measuer would meter out charges 
of H 322, 4198 and RL-7 with ease. 
Operator technique was also a factor. | 
found that | could vary the charges by 
fooling with the handle more than | 
would have liked. All measures possess 
this so it is not a big item. 

What is important, however, is that the 
accuracy potential is there. Some 
measures have more of it than others. 
This one has excellent fit and adjust- 
ment. 

The measure really began to shine 
when pistol powders were tried. Having 
a small chamber for the powder makes 
this measure a natural for the pistol 
shooters. Charges of Unique, 2400, 
Bullseye and Herco repeated with 
astonishing regularity. It is in this area 
that Seely reports the measure to be 
most suited. 

When dealing with such small charges 
of fast burning powder it is important to 
have the variations as small as possible. 
Accuracy will improve when the charges 
do not vary; assuming that all other fac- 
tors are equal. The Masker-R.C.B.S. 
combination is ideal in that respect. 

With its maximum charge being about 
40 grains it readily accepts most 
charges. It is adjustable down to the 
minimum that you might need. Re- 
peatability is guaranteed to .001 on the 
micrometer.
